not its only purpose. 

VOICE CULTURE 

THE VOICE, the greatest instrument of expression, is 
generally the most neglected. Correct breathing is 
fundamental, whether for speech or song. Our method 
places all activity at the diaphragm and leaves the 
throat passive and relaxed. No one who has mastered 
this method will have speaker's sore throat. After 
technical drill, voice placing, vocal process in exercise 
the voice becomes responsive to feeling, and timbre 
(tone color) is the result.

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SUGGESTIONS TO STUDENTS 

STUDENTS are expected to co-operate with the 
Faculty in securing results from the instruction 
offered. The intellectual, no less than the physical, 
development of a student must depend on her own 
efforts, the true function of a teacher being to 
stimulate interest, to present ideals and to direct 
and correct the work of the student. Thus the 
years of study should be years of reasonable quiet 
and concentration, and a student may find herself 
at a distinct disadvantage if distracted by domestic 
duties, or social functions. No girl can lead the 
life of a society woman and of a serious student 
at the same time, and the attempt to do so may 
lead to permanently injurious nervous strain. It 
will also be readily seen that no school can do its 
best for a pupil who is frequently absent, and that 
the interruptions of late arrivals must do much to 
destroy the effectiveness of teaching. The School 
also urges that trimness and simplicity of dress, 
which is the foundation of true class-room 
elegance, for a garment appropriate and harmon- 
ious in a drawing-room may be tawdry and vulgar 
elsewhere. Moreover, the times are earnest, and 
more than ever cry out for “plain living and high 
thinking.”
